REMARKS 

Reconsideration is requested. 

The "use" claims 17, 21, 25, 27, 36 and 37 have been canceled, without 
prejudice. Claim 34 has been amended to further define the composition of claim 33. 

The specification has been amended to include the attached Sequence Listing.
